cally been discharged by the official 
board and iha« next Sunday morning 
he would present to the congregation 
the resolution.s of discharge adopted 
by the l>oard last Sunday for their 
information, and that the invitation 
extended to the union to atie. d was 
extended to tlie union to attend ser­ 
vices on that date was not for morn 
ing, but evening, for which occasion 
he has prepaied a special se^’mon. 
Asked to make a statement ot con­ 
ditions existing in his congregation. 
Mr. Rudy consented, and gave the 
Democrat-Sentinel the following: 
“ The official board 
last 
Sunday 
passed the following resolutioiis: 
“ ‘Our pasto» * Rro. J. M. Rudy , bav­ 
in g on Sunday . November 10, 19 07, 
dispen.sed with 
the r^iquirement 
of 
ninct.y day s’ notice in order to ter­ 
minate his pastorate of this church 
by advising this board that he » 3uld 
voUintarily resign and quit his vork 
as pastor of this church a:-; soon as 
the pay ment o: the caurch mortgage 
w as provided fo*. 
“ ’And this Imard Jiaving accejited 
and agreed to said promise and re­ 
lied apd acted upon it in good faith, 
and by reason of the same w^’^hheld 
any further agrió n loo.á ng to <ue sev­ 
erance of th > relation of congregation 
and pastor; 
“ ‘And now that ilu* churcli mort­ 
gage has bofui paid. Uro. Rudy de- 
clIiK's to cairv out said j)rom Be and 
anaiig ement, « Did an.¡ounces to the 
be ard that he wiiii lraws said prom­ 
ise; 
“ ‘Now, thci, fore, ii is ord(» '’ed by 
this lioard that we stand by said ar- 
lang emciit anu order that T3ro. Rudy ’s 
relation as pastor of this church shall 
cease on the first Jay of April. 19 08; 
that his .salary will cease on that day , 
and that he is hereby notified.—G. 
M . Raraett, rbairman.’

out of the twelve voting, one man 
not having attended the board meet­ 
ings for sev#Mal y ears. 
Theic were 
two negative » .otes and severjl mem­ 
bers of the board absent. 
It was un­ 
fortunate that a matter of such im­ 
portance should be passed upon at a 
meetiag wdiich did not repres*uit the 
entire hoard. 
“ The pastttr of the church feb that 
what was done hastily and a! a time 
when 
the 
feelings of people were 
wrought up should be undom\ 
He 
explained this to hLs board o.i last 
Sunday a week a,^. also refe; ^ ing to 
the fact 
that a petition signed by 
several hundred people was ready to 
present to the board* that the pastor 
did not tTrtni: there was any need of 
this at the present time, as there 
seemed to be no spirit of “ forcing 
matters’ in tl^e boaid. 
hi this the 
pastor 
was 
wholly 
mistaken. 
He 
should never have discouraged the 
people of his church in expressing 
their feeling s in a kindly petition to 
the official board. 
What the leason 
is for the ‘force» ’ no one se mis to 
know'. 
The chairman of the Hoard. 
<1. W. Barnett, expressed the feeling 
that they thought If matters went on 
longer the pastor miglit again urge 
some reason or make some excuse, 
etc. 
This desjute the fact that the 
pastor publish**d to his people in his 
church paper on last Sunday the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ 'The pastiir of the church also 
withdrew* his declaration made to the 
board that when the church debt was 
lifted he expected to leave this field 
—so far at b*ast as it coiiveved the 
Impression of an immediate change. 
The best time for a pastor tu change 
his field Is when every bodv in the 
church has a forgiving spirit and ev- 


(3ry body is working hard for (he pur­ 
ity and tlie peace that should charac­ 
terize the people of God. 
One thing 
is absolutely certain, if all our people 
are not kindlv in their feelings to­ 
ward the pa.stor when he le.ives it 
wall not be the jiastor's fault. 
Every 
overture that the jiasior can make, 
without conipiomise, to persons who 
are failing to come to eomnninion he 
expects to make. 
God forbid that any 
one should sttnniile over the conduct 
of file pastor, and God also forbid 
that any jiastor should fee! himself 
under obligation to ‘square b^s life’ 
by the rule 
a ‘few* people’ in his 
church.

Hawkins was found about :> o’clock 
in the morning leaning against a tree, 
a bullet hole in his lioad. his collar 
iorn away from his shirt, his pockets 
turned wrong side out and a revolver, 
'"hich was proven not to be his. at 
his side. About 100 feet aw’ay , andiin

Scott’s 
alley , 
was 
found his rifled pocketbook. 
About three w’eeks later Detective 
McCarty arrested Jim Radcliff in con- 
m'ction with the tragedy , hut he w*as 
ncqiiitied after a

triEil. 
He died in the poorhouse about three 
>ears ago. 
Detective McCarty said last night 
ihat he is now fully convinced that 
Radcliff was the murderer, for the 
1 (¡asor. that the watch and revolver 
v.'ere found in a stocking, into w» hich

“ I arreBtecl Radcliff many times.’’ 
said 
Detective AlcCarty , “ and I al­ 
way s thought ir strange that he in- 
variabl.v had in his jiocket a w-omaii’s 
srocking.

ried it folded, w'ith nothing in it. Rat 
ciiff was acquitted on the charge of 
murdering Haw-kins. but I am now- 
certain that he did it.”

for

by 
charitabie persons who were notified 
of alleg ed 
cruel 
treatment 
which 
she receiv ed at the hands of her La­ 
ther and step-mother. Atwill learncii 
where his daug hter w'as staying and 
stole her away, 
the 
family driv ing 
throug h the country 
by 
w'ag on on 
their way to Arkansas. 
The g irl told Officer Burns of being 
cruelly treated by her step-mother. 
Finally Atwill mov ed his familv to 
Fort Smith, and .Teanette, unable lon­ 
g er to endure the haniships which 
w^re placed in her way, decided to 
rim away from home and make her 
way toward Sprifig field, in the hope 
that the family from whose care she 
had been taken would receiv e her in 
their home ag ain. 
One nig ht she set the alarm on the 
clock beside her bed for 5 o’clock. 
The g irl stealthily left the tent 
in 
which they made their home at the 
early hour in the morning , and with­ 
out funds for subsistence, she iKildly 
set out . for Spring field, hut took the 
wrong railroad track. 
“The first day was a g reat trial for 
me,” said the g irl in’ telling of her 
experiences. 
My 
feet were so sore 
each dav before nig ht would com(* 
that I would apply 
at 
some 
house 
along the way for a place to sleep. 
I was nev er turned 
away, 
and at. 
some places worked a few days and 
earned a little money. 
“Whenev er I saw 
section lahore’- 
and other men approaching 
me 
on 
the tracks T would make a detour to 
escape. I lost much time in this way, 
as freq uently I would hav e to make 
a circle or a mile or more before g et­ 
ting back on the track ag ain. T mis­ 
took the track I wanted to take for 
Spring field, but I ^v as afraid to re­ 
turn to Fort Smith, and kept on my 
way. 
“After many weary dav s of walk­ 
ing . I landed in Galena, Kan. 
I re­ 
mained there awhile and found my 
way to the ’Frisco and set out for 
Spring field. It was an awful hardship 
to walk those ties all the way, and 
when I arriv ed at Monett I felt that I 
could g o no further. 
“While seated in the depot T told 
my story to a kind hearted old wo­ 
man, who g av e me enoug h money to 
purchase a railroad ticket to Spring - 
T carelessly left 
the 
ticket in the 
window while I ran to see if the train 
was coming , and some thief stole it. 
Then T was downhearted. 
“I decided to g et on the train any­ 
way. and, after telling the conduc­ 
tor alK)ut losing the ticket, he allow­ 
ed me to rifle to Snring field. I could 
not hope to he taken in by the g ood 
family who kenr me before on ac­ 
count of mv clothos. but they did. and 
now I am happv .”

Railroads of the United States and 
Canada have 206,800 freight cars in 
t x eess of business demands, accord­ 
ing to a statement that will be is­ 
sued this week by the car service 
committee of the American Railway 
association. 
Shortages ex ist on only 
a few roads. 
The total number of 
additional cars that could be used on 
those lines amount to 774. 
The fig­ 
ures are compiled from reports made 
to the committee by 158 railroads. 
Assuming the average value of a 
car to be $600, equipment rep resent­ 
ing $124.080,000 of capital is lying 
idle on side tracks. 
The surplus‘cars 
aggregate nearly 10 per cent of all 
the cars owned in this country and 
Canada. 
The statement that is being issued 
iIns week by the car service commit­ 
tee shows conditions as they were on 
December 24. 
At the present time, 
according to railroad 
officials, 
the 
surplus is probably even greater. 
Figures prepared 
on 
January 
2, 
1007. by the car 
service 
committee 
showed that at that time on seventy- 
f\ur roads reporting there was a sur­ 
plus ef 25,450 cars and a shortage of 
80.113. 
On February 6, 1907, the sur­ 
plus amounted to 8,709 cars, while the 
shortage totaled 104,226. 
During the 
summer months the surplus gradually 
increased, but at no time were there 
more than 50,000 ex cess cars.
